This document specifies concepts, standard definitions and working rules for identifying 
and recording, on the ABS Integrated Register, of establishments, enterprises and other 
classes of transactor~-type statistical units from or about which information is collected 
by the ABS in its integrated economic censuses and surveys.

The survey produced estimates of the timing and frequency of 
pay periods and gross wages and salaries paid. These estimates are used for the adjustment 
of the gross wages, salaries and supplements component of the Australian national accounts 
to allow for variations in the number of pay periods in a quarter.

This publication contains details on domestic travel involving overnight trips, nationally 
and at State and regional levels. Included are details on mode of travel, purpose of trip, 
as well as demographic characteristics of travellers, age, sex, etc.

This publication is issued jointly by the South Australian Department of the Premier and 
Cabinet and the ABS. It is a comprehensive statistical report focussing on the 


accommodation characteristics of South Australians aged 65 years and over. The publication 
includes: a summary of recent grovernment studies on accommodation for the aged, 
demographic profiles of the aged, their accommodation characteristics, and details of the 
funding and provision of accommodation and related services for the aged. 


6220.6 Persons Not In The Labour Force (Including Persons Who Wanted to Work But Who Were 
Not Defined as Unemployed), Tasmania, September 1984 
Twice-yearly; first and latest issue September 1984; 7pp 


This publication shows labour force s’.atus of the population, persons not in the labour 
force by reason for not seeking work; reason for leaving last job, preferred work, whether 
work was sought in last 12 months, and time since last job. 


Other Publishing News 


- Balance of Payments, Australia, 1983-84 (5303.0), released on 26 September, comments 
that, effective from 12 December 1983, the government floated the Australian dollar and 
abolished a major part of existing exchange controls. Details of the effect of these 
changes on Australian balance of payment statistics are shown under the heading “Foreign 
Exchange Arrangements” on page VI of the Explanatory Notes of Cat. No. 5303.0. 


- Exports by Commodity Divisions, Australia, July 1985 (5402.0) and Imports by Commodity 
Divisions, Australia, July 1985 (5405.0), issued in September 1985, announce that, from 1 
July 1985, non-merchandise trade is no longer included in total (export and import) 
foreign trade statistics. 


- Leasing Finance, Australia, January to April 1985 (5644.0), released on 18 September 


1985, is the third of a new series of four publications designed to measure various 
lending activities and continues the implementation of recommendations resulting from a 
joint investigation by the ABS, Treasury and Reserve Bank aimed at the rationalisation of 
financial statistics. The fourth publication in the series, Commercial Finance, Australia 
(5643.0), is expected to be issued shortly. 


- Average Weekly Earnings, States and Australia, June Quarter 1985 (6302.0), released on 


12 September, indicated that the new series of average weekly earnings for the private and 
government sectors, for Australia, were included in this issue. 


- Building Approvals, Australia, July 1985 (8731.0), released on 10 September, announced 


that, for the first time, smoothed seasonally adjusted estimates of building approvals 
have been included in this publication.
